How long have you been a DJ? 

| have been DJing now for twenty years. 

How did you get involved with Kiss FM & has it helped your coreer? 

It has helped my career, | used to play on virtually every pirate in London, G.K.O, Horizon, Solar etc. But | never 
did Kiss FM. But in December 1988, some new laws were passed & if you played on a pirate station you would 
not be allowed to play on a legal one. So | came off the pirate airwaves on the 1st december 1988. One day | 
rang Gordon Macc at Kiss FM & alter trying to raise enough money fo start up my own legal station | realised 
that | didn't have the capital. | told him everything had fell through, so he gave me a job as a DJ on Kiss, that is 
how | got involved! 

Have you made any Records? 

Yes, | hase a label called Peach recordings, I've released 3 Records and two of them have been top 40 hits, 
Maradonna "Going out of my head" & Provadoe. 

What events do you personally put on? 

|am involved wath two events, G.1.S.M. & Peach 

Where do you buy your records from? 

| regularly shop at City Sounds, Unity & T.A.G. Records. 

What other DJ's do you rate? 

Irate Seb Fontaine, Darren Pearce, Dave & Craig, Dave Dorrell (Because he doesn't play up his arse), that really 
gets my goat up when DJ's play up there arse & don't play for the crowd.! also rate Pete Waterman, Luv Dup

What do you think of the current House & Garage scene at present? 

| like most of it, mainly the uplifting stuff. | don''t like the moody dubs or deep house, it just seems to be all the 
same, but in saying that Matt Jam Lamont & Mickey Simms are very good at playing what they play. 

Why do you think you've been a successful DJ? 

because | play as if I'm a punter, as | always go raving, | know what buzz their on and what music they want to 
hear. | play upfront, old skool, music for the boys, music for the girls. I'mnot afraid to play any type of music in 
my set, I'm quite a good mixer and | always play for the crowd. 

What's your advice for up & coming DJ's? 

Believe in yourself and work at it. When you've made it never accept that you've made it and keep on pushing! 
Don't disappear up your arse! (most important) 

Have you played abroad? 

Malta & Ibiza are the main places I've Diayed abroad
